REPORT QF COMMITTEE ON MICROMETRY.

Mr. Charles Fasoldt of Albany, has made application to 
have the Standard Centimeter Micrometer " A " of the 
Society placed in his possession again for the purpose of cor- 
recting his copies of the scale made for the Society some 
years ago. 

Prof. Marshall D. Ewell of Chicago, 111., has also applied 
to have permission to retain the Scale " A " in his possession 
for the coming year, his object being the preparation of a 
series of copies of the Standard for the use of microscopists. 
He has obtained apparatus from Prof. W. A. Rogers, with 
which he feels confident he can prepare copies where the 
errors will not be sensible in ordinary work. He has assured 
the Society that no charge will be made for these copies. In 
view of the fact that resolutions have been adopted by this 
Society defining the method by which copies of Standard 
" A " shall be procured for the use of microscopists, and that 
Prof. W. A. Rogers has assured the Society he will make a 
series of copies for the use of the Society, it is the opinion of 
your committee that Prof. Rogers should have the Standard 
placed in his hands for this purpose before copies are made 
by other persons. Furthermore the resolutions previously 
referred to would make these the official copies of the Soci- 
ety, from which copies should be prepared for the use of 
microscopists generally. 

Your committee, however, deem that owing to the work

done heretofore in the interest of micrometry by Prof. Ewell 
and Mr. Fasoldt, in connection with the work of the Society, 
they should be permitted to have the Standard for a reason- 
able period of time after Prof. Rogers has completed his 
work, by giving a bond in amount not less than $500 for its 
safe return to the custodian.
